Hol- 
brook in charge, will be opened 
at the Porterville city hall Mon- 
day and that additional assis- 
tants will be added to take care 
of property owners both inside 
and outside the city area of 
Porterville. 

Other Deputies 

Other deputy assessors in the 
southern county area will in- 
clude: Frank Howeth, Terra Bel- 
la and Ducor; Walter Nance, 
who lives on west Olive, Poplar, 
Cotton Center and Woodville 
districts; S. T.. Miller and Walter 
Ramage, of Lindsay, the Lindsay- 
Strathmore district; L. J. La- 
Fond, of Tipton, the Pixley, Tip- 
ton and Earlimart districts; W.

Cost Figures 
Cost of a dam and a 756,000 


- acre-foot reservoir would amount 


to about $10 million. Yearly 
cost to amortize this amount 
Over a period of 50 years, to 
Maintain and operate the dam 
and to cover interest charges 
would amount to an estimated 
$450,000 per year. 

All costs of the dam will be 
initially paid by the federal gov- 
ernment however, costs will be 
allocated to flood control and ir- 
rigation on a percentage basis. 
The government would assume 
all flood control costs; water 
users would’ pay the irrigation 
allocation if they actually accep- 
ted the benefits. 

Just what percentage of dam 
cost would be allocated to flood 
control and what percentage to 
irrigation benefit was not stated 
by the engineers, however, an 
idea of the percentage can be 
gained from the figures quoted 
to the effect that in excess of 
$350,000 benefit would result 
from flood control and $50,000 
benefit for irrigation. 


Pay For Benefits 
Mr. Gomez stated that no one 


will be asked to pay, after the 
dam is constructed, for water 
service that he is now getting, 
but present water users would 
pay for new benefits. 

For example, if farmers now 
recieve a certain volume of wa- 
ter when the river reaches a 
certain flow, they would still 
receive the same amount of wa- 
ter under the same conditions 
after the dam is constructed.

Article 2 of the Bill of Rights, 
which is an amendment to our 
constitution, states that the right 
of the people to keep and bear 
arms shall not be infringed.

“No farmer will suffer from 
damage as a result of the dam 
because of a higher water lift 
in his well,” Mr. Gomez said. 
“The worst that can happen is 
that an individual farmer might 
get no benefit. 
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and the ability to control the 
flow to provide a longer period 
of gravity irrigation and thereby 
reduce pumping costs. 

Existing water rights on the 
Tule river would not be influen- 
ced by the construction of the 
dam, Mr. Gomez said. 

Concerning ‘‘new water’’ deve- 
loped by the dam—that is water 
that previously flowed into Tu- 
lare lake without being used— 
it is the opinion of the engineers 
that existing ditches are ade- 
quate to handle this water, es- 
timated at from 10,000 to 20,- 
000 acre-feet per year. Who 
could actually contract for this 
“new water’ and how it would 
be handled, is a matter to be 
decided by law. 

River Flow 

Average flow of the Tule river 
is 140,000 acre feet, according 
to records of the engineers. An 
average of 25,000 acre feet goes 
into Tulare lake, with 115,000 
acre feet retained in the area 
of the Tule river delta. This 115,- 
000 acre feet is protected now 
and would continue to be pro- 
tected by state water rights and’ 
by federal law. 

It is from the 25,000 acre 
feet annual average that follows 
into Tulare lake that the esti- 
mated 10,000 to 20,000 acre feet 
of ‘new water’ would come. 

Costs 

Concerning eventual size of 
the dam (a 50,000, 75,000 and 
115,000 acre-foot reservoir are 
now being. considered) final re- 
commendation of the engineers 
will be based on their own 
studies, on the opinions of engin- 
eers representing various inter- 
ests along the Tule, upon figures 
gathered by the office of the 
state engineer and facts pre- 
sented by qualfied independent 
groups and individuals. 

Hearings Held 

Active efforts toward securing 
the Success dam project were 
started after the 1937 floods 

when a public meeting was held 
in the Pioneer hotel in Porter- 
ville. This meeting was attended 
by representatives of the army 
engineers, by Congressman Al- 
fred J, Elliott and Al Carter and 
by about 40 farmers, principally 
from the flooded area. 

Official public hearings on 
flood control for both the Ka- 
weah and Wule rivers were held 
in April of 1937 at Hanford and 
Bakersfield. 

Incidentally, Mr. Gomez, R. R. 
Edwards and W. A. Doyle, the 
men who appeared in Porterville 
with Col. Joseph Gorlinski, are 
civilian engineers employed by 
the aimy corps of engineers.
